the bush bean or the pole bean? 
The conclusion will be reached 


after severat seasons of trial and 
error, the method seeming to be 
finally the only sure crop here, 
and sweet and full of flavor. 
Parsnips, too, are a success, as 
are beets and carrots, sweet po¬ 
tatoes, chard, both kinds; kale, 
and cabbage. That however, does 
better in the cooler months, In 
fact the whole cabbage family in¬ 
cluding broccoli, bru.ssels sprouLs, 
cauliflower and the red and 
white cabbage are just now be¬ 
ing planted for the winter harv¬ 
est.

Without studying the situation 
oeyond one’s casual daily experi¬ 
ence a random guess might be 
:nade that at least 50 per cent ol 
all employed people-don’t fit their 
jobs, don’t enjoy them much an- 
aonestly wish they were doing 
something different. 

Since the number of people who 
may live without working or wor¬ 
rying about the next paycheck 
grows smaller day by day anu 
year by year, it is the greatest 
misfortune that so many fit thei. 
work so ill. And a greater trag¬ 
edy that so many tail somehow 
to get into the work they enjoy. 

That they do fail is perhaps be¬ 
cause the matter of falling into 
the proper niche ordinarily 1» left 
either to the high school studen- 
who chooses his vocation much 
as he’d choose a fraternity- or to 
Lady Luck. The latter is no more 
responsible tor fitting round pegs 
in square holes than the former.
